ENTIRE CONSTRUCTION 
WILL EXCEED $750,000 


Asa G. Candler Says That It Will 
Require Eighteen Months To 
Complete Seventeen-Story 
Building, the Highest 
in Atlanta. 


Work began yesterday on the excava- 
tion on the lot at the triangle formed 
by Peachtree, Houston and North Pryor 
streets and from now on the construction 
of a seventeen-story skyscfaper will be 
rapidly pushed to completion. 

Asa G. Candler, who is putting up the 
new building, said last night that the 
eontract for construction had been award- 
ed to the American Bridge Company, 
of Pittsburg.

It is expected that the excavations for 
the great uilding alone will amount. to 
between $5,000 and $10,000. This work 
has been given to the Morrow Transfer 
Company and their teams began hauling 
away dirt yesterday,

The building is to be seventeen’ stories 
high, exclusive of the basement, and will 
together with the high site chosen, make 
it the tallest building in the city. The 
structure will be a modern one in all 
that the word implies. The total cost 
will exceed $750,000 and it is expected 
that the work of construction’ will re- 
quire sOme eighteen months hefore com- 
pletion. The bullding will be for office 
purposes and include every possible equip- 
ment for safety and convenience. 

George Murphy, the archt€tect, has given 
special attention to the artistic as wel! 
as material features of the building, 
and with the completion of the work 
that began yesterday Atlanta will have 
another reason to feel pardonably proud 
of a new acquisition. 

This is only another evidence of the 
“spirit of Atlanta.’” Only a few montis 
ago the tall spire of the old First Meth- 
odist church towered above the _ sur- 
rounding buildings.

Change in His Condition, but 
the Physicians Are Hope- 
ful That.

Washington, February 4.—There was no 
distinct change today in the condition 
of Senator Hanna, who is suffering from 
the grip and great physical exhaustion. 
In their morning report, attending physi- 
clans said there were no alarming symp- 
toms, and tonight they express the belief 
that if there are no untoward develop- 
ments in the case the senator will re- 
cover in a reasonable time. Ton’ght, af- 
ter the consultation of the physiclans, 
Dr. Rixey made the following brief 
statement: 

“There is no change in Senator Hanna's 
condition since the morning report. He 
was resting well at 9 oO clock.- A blood 
examination is being made, and a report 
will be made at 9 o'clock tomorrow 
morning. If everything goes all right 
from now on, we will have Senator 
Hanna up in a week and send him away 
to recuperate.”’ 

Dr. Rixey ascribes the irritation which 
had set up in his patient’s stomach to 
the resulting effects of the grip. Dr. 
Rixey does not anticipate that the ex- 
amination of Senator Hanna's blood will 
show the presence of typhoid. If it does, 
however, he explained that it would be 
only in an “‘irregular’’ form.

MAY IS FORCED DOWN 
ABOUT $9 PER BALE 


Prices Tumbled Until They Wete 
from 166 to 180 Points Lower. 
Brokers Were Crazy To 
Get Rid of Cotton 
Shares. 


New Orleans, February 4.—About 
worst break in the history of cotton 
ture trading in’ New Orleans- happened 
today. On the most absurd and vagu2 of 
war rumors prices were s2>nt down: untill 
they were from 166 to 180 points lower 
than the close of yesterday, and May was 
$9 a bale cheaper. iIn former times such 
a break would have been attended with 
a score of failures, but at the close there 
little or no excitement about the 
cotton exchange and~no fear was ¢x- 
pressed that any of the local cotton firms 
would go to the wall. 

The day's trading saw many separate 
and distinct breaks. At the opéning 
prices broke sharply, March going off 106 
15.50. 
Prominent bulls supported the: market 
and prices recovered. - Toward noon the 
market became quiet and uninteresting 
and the general opinion was that the 
trend of prices would continue upward. 

Values Begin To Slide. 

Soon after the noon hour and whilsé 
many brokers were out at lunch a tele- 
gram was received from Chicago by a 
wire house saying that cables had been 
received there telling of the declaration 
of war between Japan and Russia. Val- 
commenced to slide swiftly down- 
ward, and in five minutes’ time the ring 
was in a panic. Traders and brokers 
who a few minutes before appeared to 
be the sanest and calmest of men, sud- 
denly became crazy in thelr efforts to 
sell either their own or their customers’ 
cotton. The general desire was to sell 
and get out. no matter what price the 
cotton offered for sale brought. The com- 
bination pit and ring at the cotton ex- 
change was an amphitheater of strug- 
gling, yelling humanity wild with anxtfety 
and their fears appeared to be all the 
greater because they were not exactly 
aware of what they were afraid of. Hats 
were smashed and coats were ripped, but 
still the brokers labored in their attempts 
to dispose of their cotton. Hundreds of 
thousands of bales of cotton were thrown 
onto the ring, and the sellers exceeded 
buyers ten to one. The lower prices went, 
the more frantic the ring became, and 
the more selling orders were received 
from the country, which was just beg'n- 
ning to learn of the panic at the ex- 
change. The space in the center of thea 
ring where a fountain plays In summer 
became filled with stools and chairs, 
kicked there by brokers in their mad ef- 
forts to get nearer the center of the pit 
so they might stand a better chance of 
seliing their contracts, 

This mad scene lasted until well on to- 
ward the close of the market, when the 
ring finally had a sold-out appearance. At

Violent Break in New York. 

New York, February 4.—The utmost 
confusion and excitement attended the 
opening of the cotton market again to- 
day. The bullish utterances from New 
Orleans yesterday and the report that 
New Orleans bulls had placed unlimited 
buying orders in the local pit just be- 
fore the close of business last night had 
led many to believe that today would 
, witness a resumption of the -recent up- 
ward trend of values. It seemed, how- 
ever, that it was New Orleans against 
‘the world, for this morning Liverpool 
‘instead of advancing, as expected, re- 
‘ported a decline of 20 to 26 points_under 
|\Bgyptian and continental selling. This 
‘led to & weak opening here with first 
\prices at a decline of 47 to 89 points 
;on the old and of I5 to 20 points on the 
new crop positions. 

After noon the market was much less 
active after it had rallied a little mare 
than half a cent on the active months. 
The New Orleans crowd seemed ready 
to support prices on any signs of re- 
turning weakness, but did not appear.to 
be operating aggressively for a further 
advance. 

, Bhortly before the close there was an- 
‘other violent break in prices, the May

Replying, Chamberlain WHefuses To 
Accept Ful] Responsibility for 
the Boer War—John Mor- 
ley Will Cpen the Fis- 
cal Fight. 


London, February 4.—John Morley an- 
nounced today in the house of commons 
his definite intention to introduce his 
fiscal amendment to the address in reply 
to the speech from the throne, .even if 
Premier Balfour is absent. 

Pevious to this announcement, Home 
Secretary Akers-Douglass, in behalf of 
the government, said he was willing to 
give facilities for an adequate discussion 
of the fiscal question, The amendment 
was withdrawn, but a storm of protests 
which issued from the opposition benches 
decided Mr. Morley to carry out his 
original plan. : 

Several questions’ were put with the 
object of eliciting information regarding 
the Far Eastern situation, the steps 
taken to avert war and whether the gov- 
ernment alone or in conjunction with the 
United States government had pressed 
Russia_to evacuate Manchuria, etc., but 
the questiong were practically without 
result. Earl Percy, under secretary of 
the foreign office, declared that in view 
of the presemt state of negotiations be- 
tween Russia and Japan it would be man- 
ifestly improper to make any observa- 
tions of the situation. The British gov- 
ernment, he added, had made frequent 
representations to Russia in regard to 
the delay in the evacuation vf Man- 
churia. 

Earl Percy confirmed the reports that 
the Russians had removed geveral of the 
employees of Sir Robert Hart, the inspec- 
tor general. of customs and posts in 
China, from. the native customs office at 
had» replaced them 
with Russian nominees. Representation, 
the ear] added, had been made on the 
subject at St. Petersburg. 

Mr. Robson, liberal, moved.an emend- 
ment to the address -setting forth that 
evidence. presented to the war commis- 
sion disclosed, grave, a«pismanagement 
and negligence on the part of the gov- 
ernment during the South, African war. 
In a lengthy review of the preparations 
for the earlier conduct,of. the war, Mr. 
Robson severely criticised Premier Bal- 
four and former Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain, and at the conclusion of his 
remarks, asked if ministers capable of 
such conduct were fit to conduct the af- 
fa.rs of the nation. i

land, in reply, deferided the government.

Japanese forces has not produced a deep 
impression in Port Arthur. 

The figures given in this message for 
the Russian troops in Manchuria are con- 
sidered here to be exaggerated by at 
least one-half, but it is understood that 
60,000 Russian soldiers are on their way 
or under orders for the Far East. 

The war Office and the admiralty minl- 
mize the significance of Russia’s prepa- 
rations in the Far East, the war office 
declaring that the movement toward An- 
tung has no connection with the opening 
of Antung as a treaty port, but is a pre- 
cautionary measure to safeguard Rus- 
Sian iaterests on the Yalu river. 
CHINA MASSING TROOPS 

NEAR RUSSIAN TERRITORY 

London, February 4.—All the Russian 
war ships, except one, which is under- 
going repairs, are reported to have Ieft 
Port Arthur yesterday. Their destina- 
tion is unknown. 

The government has been informed that 
the Russian fleet has left Port Arthui. 
.Its destination is not known. 

It has been repeatedly intimated by the 
authorities at Pekin, according to The 
London Globe’s Shanghai correspondent, 
in the event of the Russians abandoning 
Manchuria the powers would be compelle) 
to safeguard their respective interests in 
the remaining provinces, “regardless of 
China’s pseudo sovereignty.” 

The revolutionists, continues the cor- 
respondent, also promise to raise a re- 
volt in Kwang-Tung in the middle of 
February, and to expel the Manchus in 
the event of Manchuria being abandoned. 
The dowager empress is said to be waver- 
ing between the Russian offers of pro- 
tection and the promises of other powers 
to support China against aggression: but 
the predominant party continues to stren- 
uously resist Russia and has continued 
the enlistment of half a million new 
troops and the massing of regiments in 
the north. The court in the meanwhile, it 
is added, continues its preparation for 
flight to Slan-Fu. 


LITTLE HOPE FOR PEACE 
FELT AT WASHINGTON 

Washington, February 4.—The state de- 
partment nas received advices from vari- 
ous points touching the Russo-Japanese 
situation, all of a decided gloomy 
tendency. One of the most significant 
in the minds of officials confirms the 
press dispatches from Tokio respecting 
the notification to Japanese at Viadivos- 
tock to prepare to leave the town, a 
measure which is rarely resorted to ex- 
cept in cases where war is regarded as 
an absolute certainty. The advice on 
this point does not indicate that 
Americans have been affected by the no- 
tice, although it is understood tat the 
Purpose of the Russians is to prevent 
any spying in Vliadivostock which Its to 
be made the principal vase of naval 
operations in event of war. 

Confirmation also comes to the depart- 
ment of the reported disappearances of 
the Russian fleet from Port Arthur. The 
advice states that the destination of the 
fleet ig unknown, but the officials here, 
taking the two messages together, sur- 
mise that the fleet has gone to Vi.:di- 
vostock. If so, the movement would pu2- 
zle strategists, as Port Arthur was be- 
lieved to be much more secure against 
naval attack than Vladivostock and the 
inferences are that the Russians are 
afraid of a land attack at the former port 
which would not be possible in the case 
of Viadivostock. Another repor: is to the 
effect that six regiments of HEussian 
troops have departed from Niuchwang 
for Korea, but this is not confirmed. 

A statement is current in diplomatic 
circles that !n anticipation of the out- 
break of hostilities the Japanese govern- 
ment has for months past been maintain- 
ing a perfectly equipped secret service 
System throughout Manchuria and thet 
Japanese spies are now in position to 
completely sever the Russians in Mua- 
churia from thetr base in case of war 
by destroying every culvert and bridge 
on the Manchurian railway. 

Significance is attached to the prompt- 
ness with which the Japanese government 
has cabled its embassies and legation 
that the Russian fieet has left Port Ar- 
thur for a destination unknown. It was 
salqd by a high official today that the 
movement “spoke for itself.’’

RUSSIA SENDS TROOPS 
INTO KOREAN TERRITORY 

Paris, February 5.—The correspondent 
at Seoul of the Paris edition of The New 
York Herald says in a dispatch that four 
companies of Russian soldiers have left 
Port Arthur for Yongapho and are mov- 
ing toward the Yalu river.

Bedford, Ind:;, February 4.—It is~ be- 
lieyed the mystery surrounding the mur- 
der of Miss Sarah Schafér, which has 
baffied everybody for more than two 
weeks, is about to be solved, with sus- 


man not heretofore suspected of any 
complicity in the matter. 

The motive for the murder was to Se- 
cure letters. The suspect has been trying 
to eScape from town for several days. 
A close guard has been placed on all 
outgoing trains. Late communications 
from Elkhart to Mayor Smith are said 
to be of yast importance in placing, the 
guilt on a Bedford man. The boarders 
at Mrs. Martha John’s boarding house 
are receiving threats, which tend to ob- 
struct evidence, The detectives working 
On the Elkhart end are said to have un- 
earthed«much proof that the Latin teach- 
er long ago feared violence and contem- 
plated the resignation of her position. 
An official in a high position stated pos- 
itively that the mystery is unraveled 
and an arrest will follow as soon as the 
prisoner can safely be taken out of town, 
Sheriff Smith took an insane prisoner to 
Indianapolis today, As the sheriff bqanrd- 
ed the train he made this significant re- 
mark: 

“The man who did this Schafer mur- 
der is in Bedford, in my opinion, It looks 
to me as though the crime were com- 
mitted and the murderer stepped into 
a house not tar away, and that ac- 
counts for his mysterious disappearance.

The waist the dead woman wore the 
night she was killed showe that the but- 
tons were jerked off and the cloth torn, 
The theoretical motive is that the mur-

Foraker also spoke, devoting himself 
largely to a camparison of conditiods un- 
der the Harrison administration and 
those under the administration of Mr. 
Cleveland to the advantage of the 
former.

Gorman on Country’s Finances. 

Commenting on the present condition of 
the cougtry’s finances, Mr. Gorman said 
that it was due to the immense expendi- 
tures made in preparation for war— 
$82,000,000 last year for the navy and 
$118,000,000 for the army, in a time of 
profound peace. 

He denied, as Mr. Lodge had charged, 
that he had been an enemy of the up- 
building of the navy. On ‘the contrary, 
he would have a navy ample to guard 
American interests everywhere. But he 
had had no idea of a navy. to compete 
with that of Great Britain or Germany, 
because our condition did not require 
such agnavy. He did not want a navy 
for diapldy, but for service. 

‘“‘T Want economy in it,’ he said, and he 
called attention to the effectual aid 
given to Venezuela during the adminis- 
tration of Mr.:Cleveland. “‘We did that,”’ 
he said, “at the cost of $16,000,000 ‘a 
year, and now we pay $82,000,000 for a 
navy with which to threaten Colombia.” 
He would reduce the expenditures in the 
navy, and he would scale the army down 
from 100,000 men, as now authorized, to 
50,000. :

Mr. Gorman admitted that a general 
change in the tariff was not desirable be- 
cause of its effect on the business affairs 
of the country, and he was sure that if 
he were a member of the majority he 
would not want to go into that ques- 
tion. But he thought some of the sched- 
ules could be remodeled to advantage.

Raleigh, N. C., February 4.—(Special.)—

about the decision of the United States 
supreme court against this state in the 
matter of the South Dakota bond suit. 

This matter brings up the question 
whether the United States\supreme court 
can issue a personal judgment against 
this state to enforce the payment of the 
face value and interest of these bonds.

MRS. FLORENCE MAYBRICK 


IN'A CONVALESCENT HOME 


London, February 4.—Replying to a 
question in the house of commons to- 
day, Home Secretary Akers-Douglass 
confirmed the report that Mrs. Florence 
Maybrick had been removed from Ayles- 
bury prison to a convalescent home, 
where she will remain until summer, 
when she will be allowed her freedom, 
and said that she had been granted a 


license under the penal servitude act. 

It can be announced with authority that 
Mrs. Florence Maybrick is now in a home 
in a distant part of England and under 


‘the care of the members of a religious 


sisterhood. She -has not been releazed 
and she is,kept under surveillance, but 
to all intentS ang purposes her life now. 
compared to her existence in Aylesburv 
prison, is that of a free woman. She 
will remain where she is until next July, 
when her punishment will be ended unde> 
the special license, and she will .be al- 
lowed to go free subject to the usual con- 
ditions governing ticket-of-leave convicts. 

The transfer of Mrs. Maybrick from a 
penal prison to a quiet country home 
constitutes an almost unpfecedented ac- 
tion on the nart of the authorities. 

It was due to-the mediation of. Adeline 
Marie, duchess of Bedford, who as a vis- 
{tor to Aylesbury prison for many years, 
has taken a keen. personal interest in 
Mrs. Maybrick and finally succeedeq in 
obtaining the mitigation of her punish- 
ment to the extent of being allowed to 
spend the last six months of her confine- 
ment outside the prison walls. The home 
office several months ago agreed to meet 
the request of the duchess of Bedford 
although it imposed a pledge of secrecy. 
Therefore, in order to permit her hair 


to grow out again, and fof the recupera- 
tion of her health, Mrs. Maybrick was 
quietly transferred to this private insti- 
tution, where, although she is still ac- 
tually a convict under a life sentence, 
she lives in a freedom that belies her 
Teal status. 

The mystery with which this change in 
Mrs. Maybrick’s situation was effected 
exciteqg the keenest interest here, and 
gave rise to numerous stories that she 
had been released. These, as previously 
stated in these dispatches, are utterly 
without foundation. 

Her exact whereabouts is guarded with 
extraordinary secrecy, chiefly for the pur- 
pose of preventing criticism of the gov- 
ernment for having taken the foregoing 
exceptional steps in her case. 


Mrs. Maybrick and United States. 

Washington, February 4.—In view of 
the suggestion that has been made in the 
press to the effect that Mrs. Maybrick, 
when released from prison, will not be 
permitted to land in the United States, 
on the ground that she has been a con- 
vict, it is learned that that issue prob- 
ably will be avoided by the simple device 
of taking out a passport from the United 
States embassy in London. While the 
doctrine is not absolutely settled, the 
state department practice has been to 
admit the right of an American woman 
who has married an alien to regain her 
citizenship in America upon the death 2f 
her husband by a mere assertion of her 
desire to do so. So Mrs. Maybrick, being 
released, may come into the United States 
as an American citizen, and as such 
would not be subject to the operations of 
the exclusion laws which apply only to 
foreigners.

DR. V. 0. HARDON 
~ NEAR T0 DEATH 


His Condition Was Growing 
Gradually Weaker Last 
Night.

Dr. Virgil O. Hardon is steadily sinking 
and hig death 1s believed to be close a 
hand. 

Since he was taken ill last Friday night 
he has been almost constantly delirious, 
but until yesterday he had not failed to 
recognize the physicians in attendance. 
This change, the physicians’ thought, 
marked the beginning of.the end, though 
they have not yet abandoned all hope. 

Dr. W. S. Kendrick, who has been Dr. 
Hardon's family physician for years, and 
Dr. W. S. Goldsmith, assisted by a num- 
ber of Dr. Hardon's friends among the 
physicians of the city, have been attend- 
ing him. In speaking of Dr. Hardon’s 
illness last night Dr. Kendrick said: 

““He was taken with @ chil at midnight 
Friday. This chill was followed immedi- 
ately by fever and delirium and with his 
organic heart trouble, which has existed 
for months, his illness was considered 
dangerous from the beginning. 

Dr. Kendrick stated also that Dr. Har- 
don was suffering from pneumonia in one 
of its various clinical forms. 

“This is confined to the lower part of 
the left lung,”’ he said, ‘and the amount 
of lung. tissue involved is small, but fram 
the beginning he has been intoxicated 
with the general poison.”’ 

The organic heart trouble which Dr. 
Kendrick mentioned developed some 
months ago and for nearly a year Dr. 
Hardon has been in poor health, though 
he had until this present illness attend- 
ed constantly to his practice. He lectured 
at the Atlanta Medical college on Friday 
morning within less than twelve hours be- 
fore he was taken sick. 

There are few men In Atlanta or in 


-the south who stand as high @s Dr. Har- 


don in the medical profession and he is 
known to physicians the country over. 

He is a native of Massachusetts, where 
his early life was spent. As a young man 
he went to Harvard university, from 
which institution he was graduated, af- 
terwards studying medicine at the Jef- 
ferson Medical college at Philadelphia. 
Until about 18 years ago he practiced his 
profession in Massachusetts, 

He came to Atlanta jn 1886 and in 1887 
was lected professor of obstetrics at the 
Atlanta Medical college and before lonz 
was well known in Georgia as a specialist 
in diseases of women. He built up a 
large practice and his reputation grew. 
Medical men all over the country came to 
him through his frequent contributions to 
current medical literature. 

He is about fifty-four years of age 
and has been married several times, His 
present wife was Miss Florence Talbot, 
of Eatonton, to whom he was married in 
the spring of 1903. He has no children.

OLD GLORY TAKEN 
FROM THE ISLAND 


American Occupation of Cuba 
Comes to an End, 


Last American Flag Is Lowered and 
the Last American Soldier Leaves. 
Cuban Standard Is Raised. 
Speech of President 
Palma. 


Havana, February 4.—The last vestige 
of the Amerfcan occupation of Cuba dis- 
appeared this afternoon when the Amer- 
ican flag was lowered from the Cuban 
barracks and the last battalion of Amer- 
ican soldiers marched to the Triscornia 
pier and boarded the United States army 
transport Sumner. 

Standing on the plain near Cabanas 
fortress, between a line of American and 
a line of Cuban troops, and surrounded 
by a crowd of Americans and Cubans, 
President Palma feelingly voiced his ap- 
preciation of all that the Americans have 
done for Cuba. 

The Sumner had brought the Seven- 
teenth and Nineteenth companies of Unit- 
ed States artillery from Santiago and 
these troops participated with the Twen- 
ty-first and Twenty-second companies, 
Why have been stationed here in the 
evacuation of the Cabana barracks. 

President Palma and the members of 
his cabinet, General Rodriguez, coOm- 
mander of the rural guards; United 
States Minister Squires, and the members 
of the legation staff, took their places 
facing the center of the parade ground. 

After the soldiers had presented arms, 
the American flag was slowly lowered 
from the staff over the barracks, a 8a- 
lute of twenty-one guns meanwhile be- 
ing fired from the fortress. The Cuban 
flag was raised in its place and also 
saluted with twenty-one guns. President 
Palma then addressed Mr. Squires and 
Major Brown, commander of the Amer!- 
can troops, saying: 

‘On this momentous occasion the sin- 
cerity and depth of my feelings overcome 
me and my heart must supply my de- 
ficiency of words. We are confronted by 
one of the most extraordinary facts re- 
corded in the annals of universal history, 
the departure from our shores of the 
last troops the United States had kept 
in Cuba, after helping us to secure our 
independence and the blessings of free- 
dom. They could stay longer, under 
any pretext whatever, or an unjust de- 
mand could be imposed upon us, but, on 
the contrary, the government of the 
United States, identified as it is with the 
liberal spirit and noble character of the 
American people willingly proves its dis- 
interestedness and the sincerity of the aid 
4t rendered us by taking these men away 
and showing us at the same time that 
We have, as an independent people, the 
confidence of one of the most powerful 
nations On earth. 

“This act of the United States tin with- 
drawing its troops from Cuban territory 
reflects upon it everlasting glory and 
makes ug proud of ourselves, for it 
means that nobody doubts our ability to 
govern ourselves or to maintain peace 
and order and guarantee the rights of all 
the inhabitants of this Island. This new 
consideration shows us, together with 
the services we have previously received 
at their hands, will bind the Cuban peo- 
ple to the American people forever in a 
Strong tie of Sincere gratitude. 

“I beg you, Mr. Squizes, to be the in- 
terpreter of these feelings to the govern- 
ment and the people of the United States. 
I beg all present to bid Godspeed to the 
departing cfficers and soldiers and to ex- 
press our wishes for the ing@easing 
prosperity and welfare of the Ameri- 
can nation.” 

Major Brown replied to the president 
thanked him for ‘his kindnesses to 
the American officers and soldiers. He 
said he believed that he voiced the opin- 
ions of his comrades in saying that he 
belleved there was no better peopie op 
earth than those in Cuba and said h2 
hoped Mr. Palma would serve many years 
as president, adding that he believed the 
success of the first part of his adminis- 
tration was a yuarantee of success in 
the future. 

After this reply all the troops marched 
past In platoon formation and boarded 
the Sumner, 

There were many more American spec- 
tators present than Cuban, and the only 
diplomat, besides the minister of the 
United States, was the Chinese minis- 
ter, who was accompanied by his staff. 
The British minister sent his regrets. 

The 3umner will sail tomorrow, leav- 
ing the twenty-first and twenty-second 
companies of artillery at Fort Barrancas, 
Fla., and taking the others to Fort 
Washington, Md.

FIGHT TO COME 
ON LIQUOR VOTE 


Both Sides Getting Ready in 
Mississippi Legis- 
lature. 


Jackson, Miss., February 4.—(Special.) 
The lines are being tightly drawn for 
the battle between the prohibitionists on 
one side and the saloonists and local oOp- 


tionists on the other, which will be given 
its first formal round in the lower house 
of the legislature next Tuesday morning. 

Both factions are rallying their forces 
for the struggle, and both appear to be 
confident of victory. The prohibitionists 
claim that the amendment for constitu- 
tional prohibition will be safely carried 
by the required two-thirds majority, 
while, on the other hand, the opposing 
element claims that the amendment will 
lack at least ten votes of the necessary 
number. 

The members of the lower house are 
again being sounded by the lobbyists of 
the contending hosts, and at the head- 
quarters of both Msts of friends and ene- 
mies are being carefully compiled. One 
factor which gives both cides grounds for 
hope is the goodly percentage of mem- 
bers who are in a Measure noncommittal, 
and decline to state positively how they 
are going to vote on the amendment. 

In this connection a question has been 
brought up as to the majority required 
for the enactment of a constitutional 
amendment, the saloonists being of the 
opinion that. the Jaw,- if strictly. inter- 
preted, requires “a two-thirds majority 
of all the members present. The clerk 
of the house and secretary of the sen- 
ate, however, state that the custom here- 
tofore has always been to require a two- 
thirds majority of a quorum present and 
voting. 

More Pay for Superintendents. 

Another step in the improvement of the 
rural school system of Mississippi was 
taken yesterday When the senate, by a 
vote of 2! to 7, pass2d a bill increasing 
the salaries of county superintendents 
of education. 

One of the greatest drawbacks to the 
rural schoo] system has been the in- 
efficiency of county superintendents, 
and this has been due to the fact that 
the compensation of the office has not 
been suffiient to secure the services of 
able educators. The bill enacted by the 
senate, while it does not make the scale 
of increase so high as recommended by 
the department of education and the 
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Mississippi Teachers’ Association, gives 
a scale that will probably result in 
better talent being offered for the office. 
The minuimum salary under the bill is 
$400 per year, while the average salary 
will bé about $825 per annum, 
Miller Won’t Fight Bill. 
It is understood that the oil mills of 


Mississippi will make no fight on the bill |

interest on the college land fund which 
is paid by the state. The annual] support 
fund asked is $67,646.36, or $135,293.72 
for the biennial period.

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Why Does Not Japan Strike? 

To the lay observer who knows lit- 
tle of the finesse of diplomacy the 
wonder is and long has been why Ja- 
pan does not strike Russia in time. 
That the Japanese. government is 
wanting in diplomatic perspicacity 
few are willing to believe who have 
watched the remarkable evolution of 
this the only power in the Orient, and 
yet the question recurs, what is hold- 
ing the mailed hand of Japan? 

There can be no doubt that the 
mikado and his counsellors under- 
stand full well the duplicity of St. 
Petersburg, so far as Russian peace 
professions are concerned, and they 
understand equally well the object of 
the czar in holding negotiations osten- 
sibly in the interest of peace open to 
the last possible moment. The Jap- 
anese demands were as mild as na- 
tional dignity and nationcl honor 
would permit of their being made, and 
from the moment they were made, 
long weeks ago, it has been obvious 
enough that Russia has no intention 
of making a single vital concession 
to them. Japan is well aware of the 
futility of pourparlers, and still, de-

sent to St. Petersburg in the first 
place. 

To nations, as to individuals, oppor- 
tunity does not often come the second 
time, and the “psychological moment,” 
once gone, is gone forever. What, in 
the name of all the wise men of the 
“elder statesmen” of Nippon, is Japan 
waiting for? 

A month, a fortnight ago, perhaps 
yesterday, the Japanese navy might 
have repeated the story of Dewey at 
Cavite off the Asiatic mainland. The 
Russian navy was scattered from 
the Battic to the Black sea, and the 
fleet concentrated at Port Arthur and 
Viadivostock was not especially for- 
midable in comparison with the num- 
erous, modern and capably manned 
Ships of the Japanese fleet. But 
whether the blue jackets of the 
mikado would be able to strike a de- 
cisive blow at the Russian navy in the 
Orient today is not so. readily an- 
swered. Battle ship after battle ship, 
flying the eagle ensign of the Russias, 
have quietly crept through the Suez 
canal and cut the Indian ocean with 
a full head of steam, until the whole 
naval power of the czar is now prac- 
tically concentrated in vantage posi- 
tion, defying the audacious little Japs 
to do their worst. At the same time 
Manchuria has been filling up with 
troops from Siberia, and the Siberian 
railway has been taxed to its full ca- 
pacity, carrying recruits from Russia 
proper at the rate of some 7,000 de- 
partures a day. A few more days and 
the great bear will show its claws in 
a Way never suggested in gentle pour- 
parlers, and the final answer to the 
Tokio demands will be a warning 
growl. 

This is what the delay diplomatical- 
ly played for at St. Petersburg was 
meant for, and what Japan has all 
along been aware that it was meant 
for. Then why did not Japan strike 
with the advantage on her side? 
There would seem to be two reasons 
for her~ dangerous procrastination. 
One is that Great Britain, her condi- 
tional ally, is holding her in leash in 
the desperate hope that the pressure 
of the powers for peace will in the 
end prevail through a compromise 
that can be accepted by Russia and 
Japan. The other is that Russia is 
seeking to place the moral onus of 
war upon Japan by provoking her into 
an impatience that will vent itself in 
some overt casus belli while “peace” 
negotiations are being-.prayerfully con- 
sidered in St. Petersburg. Japan is 
not afraid of Russia, but she is scrup- 
ulous as regards her moral responsi- 
bilities to the civilized world, and, 
therefore, hesitates to put herself in 
the attitude of aggression that her en- 
emy desires her to assume. But for 
one or both of these causes it is likely 
that the Japanese government would 
have declared war on Russia long ago. 

The strain cannot last many days 
longer, and even as we write it may 
have snapped like an over-tense violin 
string. There are few now so opti- 
mistic as to believe a Russo-Japanese 
war can be avoided.

war. With the lieutenant general, 
head of the genera] staff and a lot of 
inferior officers in full regalia bow- 
ing and scraping a welcome, and with 
a troop of cavalry drawn up in military 
salute, Governor Taft probably felt al- 
most as foolish as he would had there 
been a brass band attachment. 

Certainly such imitation -of ” the 
pomp and panoply of the European 
courts must disgust the American peo- 


ple. It does not require any such per- 
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| formances to demonstrate the approv- 
al with which the country stamps the 
work done by Goverhor Taft in tle 
Philippines, nor its pleasure at his 
taking ‘his seat in the cabinet of the 
president. j 

This particular performance may be 
a little thing in itself, but it may 
properly be taken as a fair illustration 
of the trend of things under the pres- 
ent administration.

only with surprise, but with regret 
throughout the state.

Southern Material Progress. 

Statistics for the crop yield of 1902 
are now out, and those pertaining to 
the southern states show a gratifying 
increase of values, and in some in- 
stances a material increase in produc- 
ion. The progress of the south agri- 
culturally is becoming more marked 
from year to year, showing that our 
farmers are abandoning the unsuccess- 
ful old methods of slipshod cultiva- 
tion and applying modern intelligence 
to their work along “intensive” lines. 
This and this alone is the policy that 
will make farming profitable in this 
favored section. 

In the February number of The 
Southern Farm Magazine we find an 
interesting article on this subject un- 
der the head of “Increase in Southern 
Farm Values.” The statistics of the 
yield of corn, wheat, oats, rye,. Irish 
potatoes and hay for the years 1902 
and 1903 are compared, and the latter 
year shows a considerable increase in 
both production and the market value 
ot these staple agricultural commodi- 
ties. The statistics for the southern 
states include the states of Maryland, 
West Virginia and Kentucky, and the 
yield of corn therein is shown to have 
been 640,095,135 bushels in 1903, as 
against 502,487,609 bushels in 1902, be- 
ing an increase the past season of 
138,000,000 bushels, showing a gain in 
value of the difference between $276,- 
553,894 and $350,321,998—$74,000,000. 
The wheat yield was 48,872,172 bush- 
els in 1902 and 68,367,351 bushels in 
1903—a gain of 20,000,000 bushels, rep- 


‘resenting a money gain of $16,800,000, 


the 1902 receipts having been $38,069,- 
619 and those of last year $54,800,150. 
The comparative’ statistics for oats, 
rye, hay and Irish potatoes follow: 
Oats, for 1902, 56,178,672 bushels; for 
1903, 64,758,123 bushels. Value for 
1902, $26,252,265; for 1903, $29,812,582. 
Rye, for 1902, 1,352,892 bushels; for 
1903, 1,462,450 bushels. Value for 
1902, $975,514; for 1903, $1,084,470. 
Hay, for 1902, 3,905,423 tons; for 1903, 
4,542,174 tons. Value for 1902, $46,- 
734,702; for 1903, $55,878,212. Irish 
potatoes, for 1902, 21,897,555 bushels; 
for 1903, 21,110,709 bushels. Value for 
1902, $14,116,996; for 1903, $15,490,098. 


The writer in The Southern Farm 
Magazine goes on to show that the 
minimum estimated value of 1903 cot- 
ton and cotton seed is $625,000,000. 
‘According to the 1900 census reports, 
the value of other southern farm 
products, including rice, sugar, to 
bacco, sweet potatoes, vegetables, 
fruits and live stock and poultry 
products aggregated $484,000,000. .af.- 
though there has been a very material 
increase in most of the above enumer- 
ated products since the decennial cen- 
sus report was made, we find by pro- 
viding for no increase over them in 
these items that the total value of 
southern farm products last year was 
$1,615,000,000, against $1,271,000,000 in 
1900, and $660,000,000 in 1880. In the 
twenty-three years between the latter 
date and the present the population 
of the southern states has increased 
50 per cent, and the increase in the 
value of farm products in that time 
has been 144 per cent. 

This is certainly a flattering show- 
ing, but the progress made in south- 
ern manufactures has been even great- 
er than the agricultural advance. 
Last year the value of our manufactur- 
ed products, including minerals, was 
placed at $1,750,000, against only $474,- 
000,000 in 1880 Combining the value 
of agricultural and manufactured 
products in 1903, we find the grand 
total to be the enormous sum of 
$3,300,000,000, against $1,200,000,000 
in 1880—a gain of 300 per cent, sub- 
stantially, in the face of the fact that 
the population. increase has been but 
50 per cent. 

And it must be borne in mind that 
the south has made this sweeping 
progress against most adverse condi- 
tions as regards immigration and la- 
bor, and, in some respects, against ad- 
verse conditions as regards the en- 


nal development. Nor have the sea- 
sons been propitious of late years. A 
number of southern cities have dou- 
bled their population since the census 
of 1890, showing a growth in all ma- 
terial respects equal to that of the 
most booming western cities. This 
remarkable progress has resulted in

Birmingham Business Men 
Ask Outside Aid--Depart- 
ment Decreased. 


Birmingham, Ala., February 4.—(Spe- 
cial.\—The board of trade of this city 
held an important meeting today the 
object ef which was to reduce the rate 
of insurance as now dictated by the 
Southeastern Tariff Association. 

A resojution was passed requesting the 
insurance companies not in the south- 
eastern association to make a_ special 
rate for Birmingham and pledging all the 
insurance of the members of the board 
to such companies, : 

Appeal to Outside Companies. 


The resolution was as foliows: 

Resolved, That the secretary of the 
board of trade and the fife insurance 
committee be requested to communicate 
with the insurance companies_not mem- 
pers of the Southeastern Tariff Associa- 
tion with the view of pledging to them 
the entire insurance of the members of 
the board of trade, provided reasonable 
rates of insurance can be contracted for. 

The resolution was the result of a let- 
ter received from the Soutizeastern Tar- 
iff Association, in which it was stated 
positively that no reduction of rates in 
Birmingham could be granted. ‘There 
was considerable discussion in the meet- 
ing about the letter and the secretary 
was instruoted to communicate at once 
with the principal cities of thé south to 
ascertain what rates are in force in 
those cities, The commercial] organizu- 
tions in other places will be invited to 
join them in the endeavor to have a re- 
duction of the rates. 

The state insurance commissioner, E. 
R. McDavid, has been requested to give 
the board of trade the amounts of pre- 
miums paid in. Birmingham, in Jefferson 
county, and also in the state, the ob- 
ject of which is te show that insurance 
companies in the goutheastern associa- 
tion receive large profits on the husiness 
here and that the rates are excessive. 

Fire Department Crippled. 

The city administration has recently 
curtailed the efficiency of the fire de- 
partment by retiring some men, and it 
is probable that ane of the stations 
may be abandoned. This will give to the 
southeastern association additional cause 
for not lowering the rates in this city.

Express Agents at Kansas City In- 
dicted for Shipping Whisky to 
Kansas and the Prohibi- 
t.on Counties in 

Texas. ° 


Kansas City, February 4.—Wholesale in- 
dictments by the federal grand jury of 
express agents in Kansas City, through- 
out Kansas and in the prohibition coun- 
ties of Texas, and of liquor dealers who 
have been shipping liquor into these pro- 
hibition states, are imminent, the result 
of a movement started by John W. 
Yerkes, commissioner of internal revenue 
at Washington. 

The local agents of the three large 
wholesale jocal houses were indicted yes- 
terday and arrested but released on their 
own recognizance, and additional bills 

will, it is said, be found against the 
| agent of every express company in Kan- 
sas City, in the state of Kansas and in 
the prohibition counties of Texas who 
have acted as agents for the liquor 
houses in selling whisky, as far as the 
evidence against them can be presented. 

For years practically all the express 
companies in this part of the southwest 
have acted as agencies for liquor com- 
panies who have sold liquor in Kansas 
and Texas, the express agents of the 
different companies acting nominaily as 
agents at the various points, thus prac- 
tically nullifying the prohibition law. 
To avoid the law, the whisky was sent 
in sealed packages, addressed to fictitious 
names, and sold by the agents for “ex- 
press charges.”’ Millions of cases of 
whisky have been sent into Kansas 
yearly, and for eath case disposed of 
the agents were allowed 50 cents. This 
naturally has proven not only a viola- 
tion of the prohibition laws of the states 
samed, but has deprived the federal gov- 
ernment of an immense amount of rey- 
enue. It is stated today that the fed- 
eral government has sent dozens of 
agents into Kansas and the parts of Tex- 
as affected to gain the evidence upon 
which to convict the offenders. 


What Yerkes Says. 

Washington, February 4.—Commiss/oner 
Yerkes, of the internal revenue bureau, 
when shown the dispatch from Sansas 
City stating that a large number of ex- 
‘press agents in Kansas and in the’ pro- 
'hibition counties of Texas would be ar- 
rested for shipping liquor {Into prohibi- 
tion states, said that his oflice had not 
vet been infotmed as to actions brought 
against express agents, either in Kansas 
or Texas, that if arrests had been made 
or prosecutions begun, 
due to the fact that the local internal 
revenue officials had learned that ex- 
press agents and others are having goods 
shipped to them by wholesale iiquor 
dealers and they selling and delivering 
them to parties without having taken 
out the special tax stamp required by 
internal revenue laws.

She was out On the pier once when Mrs. 
(Post was out fishing. She spoke to Mrs. 
Post and the latter told her not to talk, 
as she (Mrs, Post) was treating her pa- 
tients. This was to show that it made 
no difference where the defendant might 
be, she could carry on her treatment.

Effort To Be Made To ba 
Him from Primary 


———— 


Candidate for Ordinary Says Execu- 
tive Committee Has No Such 
Authority—Says He Made 
Political Blunder in 

Last Election. , eae % 


It was learned yesterday that the ques- 
tion of the eligibility of Judge W. H. 
Hulsey as a candidate for ordinary of 
Fulton county will be brought up at the 
meeting of the county democratic exec- 
utive committee and that this will no 
doubt result in a lively contest. 

This question has been raised by rea- 
son of the action of Judge Hulsey in run- 
ning at the last election for ordinary in- 
dependently after he had been defeated 
by Judge John R. Wilkinson in the pri- 
mary. Judge Hulsey held the office of or- 
dinary at the time of that race, and is 
a candidate again this year. 

It is understood that some members of 
the executive committee are opposed to 
Judge Hulsey’s candidacy on account 
of his failure to abide by the result of 
the primary, and that an effort will be 
made to have him declared ineligible so 
as to prevent him from making the race 
as a regular democratic candidate. It 
is announced from a reliable source that 
the matter will be discussed at the ex- 
ecutive committee meeting and that a 
lively clash is anticipated. No meeting 
of the committee has yet been called. 

Judge Hulsey, when questioned yester- 
day in regard to the matter, stated that 
he had heard of the movement, but de- 
clared that he does not believe the exec- 
utive committee or any one else has a4u- 
thority to bar him from participation in 
the primary. He also stated that he will 
go before the people and the committee 
with the admission that his action in 
running independent in the previous race 
was an ill-advised move and a political 
blunder which he deeply regrets and for 
which he is willing to make amends. 

Says He Made Blunder. 

Judge Hulsey said: 

“I am in the race for ordinary and 
am running as a democrat, willing to 
abide by the democratic primary. I have 
been a lifelong democrat and have al- 
ways voted the democratic ticket. I ad- 
mit that I blundered in the last cam- 
paign for ordinary by running independ- 
end and I am willing to go before the 
executive committee and the people and 
tell them that my action was an ill-ad- 
vised move and a pdfftical blunder.

Debate, which was to last four hours, 
dwindled to nothing in half that time, 
and speakers pursuing political topics 
were allowed their own way without op- 

position. 
The diplomatic bill, 
600. was passed 


carrying $1,996,- 
without amendment. 
Everything but the bill was discussed 
during its consideration. Mr. Morrell, 
of Pennsylvania, led an argument for 
some system of building up the Ameri- 
can merchant marine. A democratic po- 
litical. speech by Mr. Hamlin, of Mis- 
souri, followed and received a brief reply 
from Mr. Fuller, of Illinois. Mr. Lind, 
of Minnesota, spoke for Canadian reci- 
procity. 

An answer to J. Adam Bede's jnvita- 
tion to the democrats to “‘join the repub- 
lican party and make jit unanimous” was 
made by Mr. Hamlin, of Missouri, who 
prefaced a political speech by declaring 
that when the democrats got control of 
the government, as they would at the 
next election, Mr. Bede would be the 
first to “come over and join the demo- 
eratic party.” 

The house adjourned until tomorrow.

COR GORDON FUND 


Atlanta Committees Make En- 
couraging Reports 


More Than $1,500 in Sight, with 
Only Two Days of Work—A 
Week of Active Canvassing 
Ahead—Newspapers 
Asked To Help. 


Encouraging reports were received from 
the chairmen of the Atlanta committees 
named to 60licit subscriptions to the 
Gordon monument fund, at the meet- 
ing of the. central] executive committee 
held at the Piedmont yesterday after- 
noon. 

The reports were not tabulated because 
the committees had had soa short a 
time in which to make a showing, but 
the names of all who have contributed 
will be arranged for publication within 
the next few days. 

It was estimated that these reports 
showed subscriptions amounting to near- 
ly $1,500, though the committees had 
been at work only two days, and some 
of them only one day. 

From the first ward committee, Hon. 
James L. Mayson reported a subscrip- 
tion list containing about thirty names. 

Hon, Julius lL. Brown reported from 
the second ward that owing to sickness 
his committee had been unable to ac- 
complish anything. He said the com- 
mittee would, however, get vigorously 
to work at once, 

Captain R. M. Clayton, of the third 
ward, reported a subscription Hst of 
$125.50, and said he had distributed the 
lists to all the members of his commit- 
tee. Other members: of the committee 
reported small subscriptions. . 

In the fourth ward Captain Frank M. 
Myers was appointed chairman in place 
of Major W. M. Crumley, who had to 
resign for business reasons. Captain 
Myers said he had g6everal promises of 
subscriptions and hoped to be able to 
make a good report at the next meet- 
ing. 

A. C. Bruce reported subscriptions of 
about $50 in the fourth, and Dr. W. M. 
Durham reported his own $25, and that 
of George W. Parrott for $50. 

Captain J: W. English was named as 
chairman ‘in the fifth ward in plaee of 
W. W. Draper, who found it would 
be impossible for him to serve. Colonel 
L. P. Thomas, of the fifth, turned in a 
small subscription list. 

In the sixth ward Colonel Clifford L. 
Anderson has been made chairman in 
place of Colomel A. J. West, who found 
it impossible to act on account of the 
illness of his son. Colonel Anderson ac- 
cepted the position and will call his com- 
mittee together for active werk without 
delay, . 

From the seventh ward H. lL. Culber- 
son, chairman, reported that the lists 
had only been received during the day, 
and there had been no time in which to 
do any effective work. He had met L. 
7, Rosser, however, @nd Mr. Rosser 
very promptly gave him a subscription 
of $50. 


Very Much Encouraged. 

President Calhoun said he felt very 
much encouraged over the reports that 
had been made. 

“They are evidence to me that the 
money can be raised in Atlanta beyond a 
question of doubt, if we only go after it,” 
he said. ‘‘We've got to work, but the 
work will bring results.’’ 

During the meeting it was reported that 
certain parties had subscribed a _ fund, 
half of which was to go toward building 
a monument to General Gordon and 
half toward a monument to General 
Longstreet. This brought forth several 
expressions from those present to the 
effect that they would like to see steps 
taken to build a monument to General 
Longstreet and would gladly subscribe 
were such a movement inaugurated. 

The executive committee is very anx- 
ious to enlist the services of the press of 
the entire state and of the south in this 
work for the monument to General Gor- 
don, and urges that it be taken up at 
once by the newspapers’ throughout 
Georgia. 

Hon. J. R. Gray, Hon. John Temple 
Graves and Hon, Clark Howell were, on 
motion, added to the committees on pub- 
licity and subscriptions from the city at 
large, and were urgently requested by 
resolution to receive subscriptions to the 
Gordon monument fund through their re- 
spective newspapers.

SPORTING GOSSIP. 


At the last meeting of the S. I. A. A. 
at Baton Rouge, Dr. W. M. Jackson, of 
the Tech, announced that he would at 
the next meeting of the association in- 
troduce a resolution, asking for ‘a more 
open form of trial for colleges accused 
of playing professionals. 

The motion which Dr. Jackson will 
make will read as follows: “I hereby 
move that a copy of the specific charge 
or charges with names of accusers shall 
be forwarded to the secretary of the in- 
stitution, against whom charges are made 
not later than two weeks before any 
penalty is inflicted by the executive com- 
mittee.’’ 

As it Is at present the accused college 
is not furnished with the names of their 
aceusers or the nature of the charges 
and all the evidence is taken before the 
executive committee. Thus the accused 
has no chance to make a defense. 

Dr. Jackson received a communication 
yesterday from Dr. W. A. Lambeth, of 
the University of Virginia, asking him 
if he Had introduced such a resolution. 
Recently Dr. Lambeth made a severe at- 
tack updn Dr. Dudley, president of the 
S. I. A. A., stating that he voted ;the 
smaller colleges like sheep and otherwise 
impugning the motives of the associa- 
tion’s head. It is a little hard to see 
why such a charge should come. from 
Virginia, renowned for the impurity of 
her athletics. 

The letter of Dr. Lambeth seems to 
indicate, however, that he intends to 
push his charges.

SCRUM “BABY” 


Senator ‘Speaks in Regard t 
~ “Recess” Appointments, 


He Contends That Crum Was Named 


by Roosevelt in Defiance of 
Law—Genate Adopts Till- 
man’s Resolution for 
Investigation. 


Washington, February 4.—The resolu- 
tions introduced by Mr. Tillman making 
inquiries of the secretary of the treasury 
concerning the appointment of W. D. 
Crum as collector of the port at Charles- 
ton, S. C., and directing the senate com- 
mittee on the judiciary to make an_in- 
quiry as to *wh8® constitutes a recess 
appointment to office, were taken. up in 
the senate today; and Mr. Tillman took 


the floor, to speak. 

Mr. Hale. Who was anxious to have the 
senate proceed with the urgent deficiency 
bill, suggested to Mr. Tillman that his 
resolutions migHt be passed without de- 
bate, but the South Carolina senator de- 
clarea that he did not want to send “his 
baby out into the world without any 
elothes,’’ and proceeded with his speech. 
He gave way temporarily, however, to 
permit the reading of a statement by 
Secretary ‘Root conéerning recess ap- 
pointments, whioh was piesented by Mr. 
Proctor. 

Root’s View of “‘Recess.”’ 

Mr. Root recognizes that the matter 
of merging the two sessions of congress 
necessarily brings forward contrary views 
as to tHere having been a recess between 
the two sessions and he says there is 
involved, ‘‘not merely the proposition that 
there was an end of a session of the 
senate within the meaning of the consti- 
tution, but also the proposition that there 
was a recess of the senate within the 
meaning of the constitution, for there can 
be no end of a session until a time is 
reached hen there is no Session, and 
the time when there is no session fs a 
recess. The recess may be called ‘con- 
structive,’ but It is no more constructive 
than at the end of a session which is 
assumed to happen. A constructive end 
involves a constructive recess. A real 
end involves @ real regess.”’ 

Mr. Tillman claimed that the records 
show. that on December 7 last Crum was 
both nominated and eppointed, and he 
declared that such a course had been 
without previous parallel. Mr. Tillman 
declared that there was no interim be- 
tween the two sessions. 

Mr. Lodge said that after adjourning 
the extra session the president pro tem. 
had left the chair, returning afterwards 
with the chaplain, who had offered 
prayer at the first sitting of the new 
congress. 

Mr. Tillman declared in response that 
the presiding officer had not gone 3 feet 
from the chair and that he had returned 
immediately to call the senate together 
in regular session. : 

Tillman’s Challenge. 

To say that there had been recess was 
like saying that there had been an interim 
between the last second of December 31, 
1903, and the first second of January |, 
1904, ' 

He challenged some yenator to say that 
there had been a recess on December 7 
and the challenge was responded to by 
Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, who said that 
“if there had been no recess in December 
the recess appointments made prior to 
the beginning of the extra session did 
not go over into the regular session.’’ 

Mr. Tillman did not accept this theory 
and replied that while there had been 
no recess the records show that there 
had been an end of one session and a 
beginning of another. ” 

“That,’’ he said, referring to Mr. Platt’s 
suggestion, “is a very attenuated thread 
for a great constitutional lawyer to hang 
a commission on—quite as unsubstantia! 
as the spider’s web of which Mahomet’'s 
bridge was Duilt.’’ 

Mr. Tillman also spoke of the propriety 
of Crum’s appointment, saying that he 
was not a fit man for tke position’ and 
that the community had made many pro- 
tests against his selection. 

Mr. Hale suggested the amendment of 
the judiciary committee resolution so as 
to relieve that committee of the necessity 
of deciding whether commissions are held 
as a result of “unlawful authority of the 
executive.’’ 

(Mr. Tillman assented, Saying that he 
was willing to have the committee “‘wras- 
‘tle’ with the question. 

The resolution as amended was then 
agreed to. The other resolution was in- 
definitely postponed.

Prices Slumped on a Revival of War 
Talk. 


CLOSE WAS RATHER WEAK 


The Collapse in Cotton Is Viewed 
with More or Less Apprehen- 
sion in Wall Street—Bonds 
Recovered from an Open- 

ing Depression. 


New York, February 4.—$he stock mar- 
ket operations today were under the same 
constraint as for. several days past, 
and the movement of prices again be- 
came wavering and uncertain after yes- 
terday’s decided downward movement. 
The sharp break in the morning, while 
prices of cotton were slumping and the 
subsequent rally with cotton, pointed to 
a& sympathy between the two movements 
which leaves little doubt that hte col- 
lapse in cotton is viewed with more or 
less apprehension in Wall street. The 
general apprehension that the long de- 
ferred crisis in the Russo-Japanese con- 
test was at last at hand was a factor in 
Stagnation on stocks here as well as in 
foreign stock markets. A further jump in 
grain and the drop in cotton are the in- 
dications of a warlike oute@ome. But the 
highly artifictal conditions in the com- 
modity markets, due to the excessive 
speculative commiiments, gives to them 
a feverish sensibility that robs them of 
safety as an index of conditions. The 
most important event of the day to the 
financial market was the ten days’ no- 
tice given by the secretary of the treas- 
ury of a demand for payment of 20 per 
cent of government deposits at national 
banks. This calls for about $30,000,000 
payable at New York. It is highly prob:- 
ble therefore that interior government de- 
positories will draw on their deposits with 
New York banks to meet the govern- 
ment’s call. As the secretary's call says 
nothing of further withdrawals of depos- 
its in contemplation, some relief was af- 
forded from the effect caused by intima- 
tions heard yesterday that the first call 
was soon to be followed by another for 
10 per cent more of deposits. The con- 
jectura] estimates of the effects upon the

New York, February 4.—lLiverpool ca- 
bles that the weakness abroad was due 
to the liquidation by continental opera- 
tors who were shaken up in their crop 
opinions by the somewhat larger move- 
ment of the crop. So sharp a drop has 
not been recorded in years and the sup- 
port upon which it rallied came from 
America. Many buying orders were sent 
from here, as the American markets 
showed great strength in face of the de- 
moralization abroad. ‘Trading is grad- 
ually falling off as the wild fluctuations 
check ‘business, while more spot cotton 
is being offered in the south. Sentiment 
about a very small crop is shaken by 
the movement from Texas, where the 
government crop is now believed to have 
come into sight.
